HOME 


P a re 1 * 
must accept the duty of training their children in 


the way that they should go. 
God has appoint'd parents to teach 


children. F ir rite have the right to call in other agencies, such as 
the school, to assist in this training, but it remains the duty of the 
parents to see to it that their children are properly reared in every 
respect. The righteousness of the next generation depends directly 
upon this bt ing effectively done. Solomon says: ‘ Train up a child 
in the wav he should go: and when he is old, he will not depott 
from it.” (Prov. 22:0)

ays: “ And, ye fathers, provoke not 
your Children to wrath: but bring them up in the nurture and ad­ 
monition of the Lord.” (Eph. 0:4) 


Parents cannot teach their children right without first living 
right themselves. Too often parents do not lead the way. hor ex­ 
ample, it is estimated that less than twenty-five percent of the 
adult membership of the average congregation attends Sunday 
morning Bible study. No wonder our children go astray and lose 
interest in the church. If there were fewer prodigal parents, there 
would be correspondingly fewer prodigal children. Whatever may 
be wrong with the world today cannot be blamed on the boys and 
girls under twenty-one years o f age. That grave responsibility be­ 
longs to fathers, mothers, elders, teachers, preachers, and leaders 
in general. 
Someone has said: “ Pray for the children who must 
live in the world which their parents have made for them.

them. Parents, at least with rare exceptions, will advise their chil­ 
dren to do what they honestly think is best for them. 
2. Service. In the very nature of things, every human being 
should be useful according to his or her capacity. Children should 
be taught to work. An old Jewish proverb says: “ He who does not 
teach his child to work teaches him to steal.” You are doing your 
child an injustice when you do not require him to regularly do some 
useful task. Paul, speaking of Timothy, suggests that a child should 
be a fellow worker. “ But ye know the proof o f him, that, as a son 
with the father, he hath served with me in the gospel.” (Phil. 2:22) 
This does not mean that the child is a slave, but a partner in the 
home. A child should not be requested to work primarily because 
it is profitable financially, but as an essential part o f the child’s edu­ 
cation. Even if the family is financially independent, that principle 


still holds true. 
3. Honor. “ Honour thy father and mother; which is the first 
commandment with promise; that it may be well with thee, and thou 
mayest live long on the earth.” (Eph. 6:2-3) 
“ Honour” as used in 
this commandment involves respect, financial support, and personal 
care where such is necessary. Je su s declares that failure on this 
point renders worship min. It was in this connection that he made 
the oft-quoted statement found in Matt. 15:9. 
“ But in vain they 
do worship me, teaching for doctrines the commandments o f men. 
Compare this statement with Paul’s even stranger language in I 
Tim. 5:8. “ But if any provide not for his own, and specially for 
those o f his own house, he bath denied the faith, and is worse than 
■an infidel.” Certainly all that Paul said about widows 
in general 
would apply to one’s mother si>ecifically. 
The American custom of sending aged mothers and fathers 
to homes for the aged, simply because they do not want to be both­ 
ered with them, is a sin of 
the first magnitude. Homes 
for the 
aged are wonderful for those who have no -other place to go. 
In 
this connection read I Tim. 5. 


Some Caution* to Boy* and Girl* 


Boys and girls o f today will soon be men and women, mar­ 
ried, bearing children and building homes. This is the highest privi­ 
lege one may have in this life as fa r as human relations go. More 
depends on the success of the home than of any other social insti­ 
tution. lf the home fails, the nation will perish. Even the church 
will be helpless wherever the home is a failure. 
Young people, do not engage in any conduct that will destroy 
the respect and confidence upon which a home must be founded. 
When this boy remembers ugly things that this girl has done, and 
vice versa, that faith so essential to the home is badly weakened, 
if not completely destroyed. Drinking, dancing, cheap familiarity, 
and such like will undermine that mutual confidence so necessary 
to happiness in the home,
